the mere love of knowing foreign 
tongues; others acquire them either fo 
professional pttrposea or with the aim o 
gaining access to foreign literatures 
But whatever be the motive it is well to 
Bet out with some knowledge of the 
science of language—some insight into 
the relations of languages to each other 
—some grasp of the theories of modern 
scholars about the origin and develop- 
ment of speech. 
To learn language 


without knowing anything of the science 
of language is like acquiring the art oC 
putting up electric fixtures without anj 
knowledge of the principles of electrica 
science. 


To approach it, on the other han*d 


from the standpoint of universal prin 
ciples is to make the study of it easier 
and progress in any particular tongue 
much more rapid. By knowing, for ex 
ample, the laws of consonantal inter 
change, we may often discover the 
meaning of words without being obliged 
to refer for them to the dictionary. In 
this way every new language learnec 
makes more easy the acquirement 01 
other tongues of the same or of alhec 
stocks.—Boston Herald. 


Maternal love of the Whale. 


No other member of the animal king 


dom displays more maternal affection 
than the whale, especially if its calf is 
harpooned. The harpooner never throws 
his harpoon into the little one with the 
intention of killing it, for if this is done 
the mother will instantly forsake it, If 
alive and struggling, however, the dam 
cau be easily enticed toward the boat to 
meet its fate.

THK NEXT 
CONGRESS. 


The first'Monday in December, one 


one week from to-morrow, the Fifty-Sec- 
ond Congress will convene at Washing- 
ton. The Senate consists of 83 members, 
47 of whom are Republicans, 39 Demo- 
crats and two Farmers' Alliance. The 
House is composed of 333 members, 
about 833 of whom are Democrats, 88 
Republicans and tho rest Farmers' Al- 
liance and Independents. 


It is the first time since the war that 


more Democrats than Republicans have 
been elected to the House of Representa- 
tives from the Northern States. As the 
recent National Convention of the Farm- 
ers' Alliance, instructed its Representa- 
tives in Congress to keep aloof from the 
caucuses of the old parties, thn members 
of that party will act independent of the 
others and doubtless nominate a candi- 
date for Speaker of the House. 


The principal' candidates 
for the 


Speakership are Crisp 
of 
Georgia, 


Springer of Illinois and Mills .of Texas. 
It is said that a large majority of the 
Northern Democrats will vote for Mills, 
though his election is not conceded. The 
New England members, who are in favor 
of a general tariff bill so that certain arti- 
cles may be placed on the free list, are 
said to be for Mills, while those who 
think that only amendments to tho pres- 
ent tariff law should be offered by the 
Democrats in favor of Springer or Crisp 
for Speaker. 


It has been charged that Hills has en- 


tered into an agreement with Eastern 
Congressmen in the event of his being 
elected Speaker, to appoint conservative 
men on the Coinage Committee, so as to 
prevent a majority report on free coin- 
age, but Mills emphatically denies the 
charge. 
||Much will depend upon the course of 
the majority in the House this Winter, 
whether or not a Democrat will succeed 
Haarison in the White House. If a free 
coinage bill is passed and becomes a law 
it will reduce the issues between the par- 
ties to economy in expenditures and a 
readjustment in the tariff, but if such a 
bill la passed by Congress and vetoed by 
the Pressdent, free coinage will then bo- 
ootno a leading issue in the next cam- 
paign, provided the question is not 
dodged in the National Conventions. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


RBBKLL10N IN 
CHINA. 


Recent reports from China, are to the 


effect that the outbreak in the northern 
part of the Empire, which tho officials 
described as a raid of Mongolian robbers, 
proves to be n rebellion of formidable 
dimensions. The insurgents' forces are 
receiving large accessions to their ranks 
and are said to be marching toward Pe- 
king. They have pillaged missions and 
massacred converted natives. They dislike 
Christians 
and 
whites 
generally 


as much as they do the Hantcboo dy- 
nasty, which has ruled China for nearly 
two hundred and fifty years, and they 
spare neither missionaries nor imperial 
•oldiers. 


The authorities at Peking seem unable 


to afford protection to foreigners or 
Christianized natives. They have been 
fearing a rebellion for some time, yet are 
not preprared to suppress it. 
Imperial 


troop\are said to have boen sent against 
the rebel forces who are marching in the 
direction of Peking. 


The Mantchooa, who established the 


present dynasty, ^have been in possession 
of the Government since 1644. 
Shun- 


chi, tbe first monarch of tbe dynasty, was 
educated by tbe German Jesuit, Adam 
Schall. 
His successor restored the 


Christian churches to the missionaries, 
but subsequently Yung-Ohing expelled 
the missionaries from the schools. Three 
rebellions against the 
dynasty hare 


broken out within the last fifty years. 


The Taipang rebellion which com- 


menced in 1850, lasted 14 years and sev- 
eral important cities were in the hands 
of the rebels. In 1857 the Mohamme- 
don rebels established a government over 
65,000 sguare miles of territory, but the 
imperial forces recaptured the province 
in 1873. 


Other rebellions have broken out in 


various parts of the Kingdom, and have 
invariably been suppressed, but whether 
the present one will meet the mine fate, 
time will tell. 


News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


A UA.1XROAD COLLISION. 


A Number of People Killed and Injured. 


TOLKUO, November 37.—The Boston & 


Chicago express east-bound on the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern road was run 
into to-night by the Flint and Pera Mar- 
quette express, two people being killed.ont- 
right and many injured. 


In the outskirts ot the oity the road runs 


through a tunnel under the canal, and east 
of the tunnel is a signal target. The Lake 
Shore train bad stopped for the target 
when the Flint and Pere Marquette ex- 
press, which goes through the tunnel and 
over the Lake Shore tracks to the Union 
depot crashed into the rear at high speed. 
The ordinary day coacb was attached to 
the rear of tbe Lake Shore express for way 
passengers and into this the colliding en- 
gine plowed until the pilot was in the mid- 
dle of the coach. The seats and floor were 
torn op and the unfortunate victims were 
scalded by tbe escaping stoara from the 
boiler. 


There is but two minutes difference in 


tbe arriving time of tbe trains and tbe Lake 
Shore seemed to have been behind time. 


The Flint and Fere Marquette engineer 


says he saw the rear lights of the Lake 
Shore train, when he was still in the tun- 
nel and knowing a collision was inevitable, 
shut off steam, after which he and bis fire- 
man jumped. 


The list of the cufmalties is: Mrs Saoan 


McCoy, Saginaw, Michigan, dead; Miss 
Ellen Meyers of Cleveland, fatally injured. 


Among others injured, some of whom

It the system I use was supported by two 
per cent, of the money paid to the National 
V/eatber Bureau, it could soon be so per- 
fected aa to be of great value to agriculture, 
whereas tbe system used by the Katlonal 
Weather Bureau is of very little, if any 
benefit to agriculture. 


When the Weather Bureau was trans- 


ferred to the Agricultural Department it 
was hoped that a new departure would be 
made in the interest of the tillers of the 
soil, but it is now quite apparent that the 
defunct heat theory of weather changes 
has a perpetual lease on the Washington 
Weather Bureau so long as Congress is 
willing to appropriate nearly a million dol- 
lars for its support.
